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"The  Scenic  State" 


HE  travel  trails  of  Oregon  lead  from 
mountains  to  sea  shore,  over  the  rich 
plateaus  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  state 
and  through  the  green  valleys  on  the 
West  of  the  Cascade  Range.  Each  tells  its 
own  interesting  story  of  beauty  and  grandeur, 
any  of  them  furnishing  an  adequate  alibi  for 
a  vacation  in  this  greatest  Summer  Play- 
ground of  the  American  continent.  Each  ii 
fragrant  with  the  lore  of  Indian  tribes  and 
tales  of  pioneering.  He  who  travels  them  may 
read  the  story  of  the  red-blooded  men  and  wo- 
men who  have  builded  and  developed  a  new 
"Out  West"  on  the  shore  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

This  prologue  to  a  pictorial  representation 
of  Oregon  for  the  vacationist  will  avoid  sta- 
tistical references  to  state  products.  Those 
will  be  supplied  for  any  section  of  Oregon  oi' 
concerning  any  industry  on  request  to  the 
Portland  Chamber  of  Commerce,  or  to  the 
Commercial  Club  of  any  city  in  the  state. 
Herein  the  people  of  Oregon  wish  only  to  em- 
phasize their  invitation  to  all  the  world  to  laze 
their  Summers  away  in  the  land  where  life  is 
large. 

From  the  Columbia  River  to  the  California 
line,  from  Idaho  to  the  tide-washed  western 
boundary,  Oregon  is  a  storehouse  of  scenic 
picture,  wrapped  in  the  fragrance  of  the  lose, 
jasamine  and  the  hyacinth.  A  Summer  in  thij 
land  of  delight  is  the  acme  of  climatic  joy,  as 
well.  It  rarely  becomes  warmer  than  84  de- 
grees above  zero  in  daylight  hours,  while  cool, 
good-sleeping  nights  prevail. 

Oregon  gets  but  little  rain  between  Jxnrrr^ 
and  October.   When  it  rains  at  all  in  Summer, 
only  enough  moisture  falls  to  lay  the  dust  and 
make  travel  a  pleasure. 

With  such  conditions  it  is  natural  that  thegp 
roads  that  seek  out  the  wonder  places  of  Ore-,,, 
gon  should  be  in  a  good  state  for  autoists.  In 
passing  it  may  be  said  that  Multnomah  County 
has  recently  expended  $4,000,000.00  in  build- 
ing boulevards  around  the  city  of  Portland. 


They  open  remarkable  views  for  the  visitor. 
Every  highway  in  the  county  is  paved.  The 
State  Highway  Commission  is  now  expending 
$6,000,000.00  in  hard-surfacing  state  roads 
outside  of  Multnomah  County. 

The  greatest  of  these  from  a  scenic  stand- 
point, as  well  as  of  permanence  of  construc- 
tion, is  the  famous  Columbia  River  Highway. 
The  Highway  begins  at  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and 
follows  the  Columbia  River  to  The  Dalles.  As 
a  whole,  the  Columbia  River  Highway  has  no 
equal  anywhere  in  America.  The  section  of 
the  Highway  which  pierces  the  gorge  of  the 
Columbia  River  is  paved  like  a  city  street, 
is  flanked  by  waterfalls,  hangs  on  cliffs,  sur- 
mounts great  rocks,  and  presents  a  tremen- 
dous picture  of  form  and  color. 

In  Western  Oregon  the  Pacific  Highway 
runs  from  Washington  to  California  north  and 
south.  Eastern  Oregon  has  a  series  of  splen- 
did roads  through  the  Eagle  and  Blue  Moun- 
tains, while  in  the  Central  portion  of  the  state 
two  excellent  roads  parallel  the  Cascade  Range 
of  snow-capped  mountains.  At  least  three 
roads  cross  the  state  from  east  to  west. 

Over  these  roads,  or  by  making  use  of  the 
steam  or  electric  railways,  Oregon  visitors  may 
eye-feast  during  every  minute  of  their  vaca- 
tion time.  They  may  play  on  the  glaciers  of 
Mt.  Hood,  follow  the  trails  through  game- 
filled  woods,  bathe  at  the  ocean  beaches,  have 
a  try  for  salmon  or  trout,  golf  on  links  pro- 
vided in  every  city,  or  they  may  combine  all 
these  pleasures  in  one  day. 

The  first  white  settlements  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  were  made  in  Oregon,  that  name 
being  given  to  all  the  territory  now  compris- 
ing the  Northwest  group  of  states.  In  its  ag- 
ricultural, manufacturing,  industrial  and  so- 
cial expansion,  Oregon  has  retained  its  posi- 
tion of  leadership. 

In  Oregon  every  visitor  may  organize  his 
own  exploration  party  and  his  reward  will  be 
a  gem  from  the  heart  of  nature. 


Multnomah  Falls,  620  feet  in  height,  is  one  of  a  wonderful  group  of  eleven  water  falls  which  adorn  ten  miles  of 
travel  along  the  Columbia  River  Highway,  America's  greatest  trail  for  the  vacationist,  near  Portland,  Oregon. 
A  trail  zig-zags  up  to  the  bluffs  directly  over  the  falls,  offering  a  wonderful  view  of  the  famous  Columbia  river. 
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The  Columbia  River  Highway,  near  Portland,  Oregon,  is  the  foremost  recreation  pathway  of  America.  It  pierces 
the  heart  of  the  mighty  Cascade  Mountains,  and  it3  views  in  color  and  form  change  with  each  shifting  light. 
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M      The  mystery  of  Crater  Lake,  its  awesome  beauty,  its  blue  water,  and  its  marvelous  surroundings  are  flanked  by 
dozens  of  wonder  places  like  the  Josephine  Caves,  when  tl:e  visit  to  Oregon  is  made  over  the  Pacific  Highway. 
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East  of  the  Cascades  in  Oregon  is  a  vast  and  beautiful  region  for  the  tourist.  Its  canyons  are  deep  and  color-  fc-s\ 
ful,  while  the  streams  of  clear,  cold  water  breaking  from  the  mountains  furnish  splendid  sport  for  the  angler,

From  Wallowa  Lake,  in  Eastern  Oregon,  to  Coos  River,  on  the  West  Coast  of  America,  Oregon  seems  to  have 
been  fashioned  by  Nature  when  she  was  in  her  happiest  mood  for  doing  something  big  for  all  mankind. 
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Traveling  from  North  to  South  or  from  East  to  West,  Oregon  roads  are  bordered  with  majestic  mountains.  Liv- 
ing green  is  the  background  for  a  mass  of  color  that  changes  with  each  glint  of  the  sun.  Oregonians  motor  all 
the  year  through  the  rich  valleys  and  over  the  magificent  table  lands  east  of  the  dividing  line — the  Cascades. 
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There  is  only  a  luncheon  between  mountain  sports  and  seashore  joys  in  Oregon.  By  auto  or  train  one  hundred 
and  fifty  miles  of  travel  brings  an  assortment  of  scenes  that  might  be  called  a  miniature  circle  of  the  world. 
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The  Pacific  Highway  enters  Oregon  from  the  South  over  the  Siskiyou  Mountains.  Crossing  these  and  passing 
through  the  Rogue  River  Valley  it  is  paved  road.  This  Highway  is  now  being  hard-surfaced  across  the  state. 
It  gives  the  autoist  a  view  of  two  other  wonderful  valleys — the  Umpqua  and  the  Willamette.  All  three  are  nested 
between  the  Cascades  and  the  Coast  Mountain  Ranges,  into  which  good  roads  are  available  at  all  seasons. 


The  Hood  River  Valley,  of  Oregon,  is  where  "Billy"  Sunday  comes  from.  Of  all  places  on  earth,  the  Hood  River 
Valley  is  probably  nearest  to  man's  idea  of  the  Garden  of  Eden.  White-crowned  Mt.  Hood  stands  sentinel  over 
its  beauties;  to  the  North  and  South  four  other  peaks  seem  to  be  outposts  over  the  land  where  life  is  large, 
the  last  of  the  "Out  West" — Oregon — the  state  that  stands  for  human  progress,  along  with  internal  development.

^•rHE  State  of  Washington  is  noted  for 
/]  having  more  snow-capped  mountains 
in  constant  view  and  within  easy  reach 
than  any  other  state  in  the  Union,  for 
possessing  some  of  the  densest  forests  of  giant 
evergreen  trees  in  the  world,  and  at  the  same 
time  extensive  agricultural  areas  of  excessive 
fertility.  It  is  noted  for  its  fisheries  resourc- 
es, the  greatest  in  the  Union ;  for  its  orchards, 
its  big  red  apples,  its  broad  wheat  fields  and 
ideal  dairying  conditions.  The  mighty  Pacific 
Ocean  laving  its  western  shores  adds  a  mys- 
terious influence  to  that  of  the  forests  and 
mountains,  altogether  producing  a  climate  of 
rare  moderation  the  year  round.  Many  beau- 
tiful lakes  dot  the  surface  and  mountain 
streams  are  transformed  into  splendid  water- 
falls as  they  rush  pell  mell  from  their  glacial 
sources  to  join  the  larger  rivers,  which,  flow- 
ing majestically  to  the  ocean,  create  broad 
valleys  where  all  vegetation  common  to  the 
temperate  zone  grows  in  profusion  and  where 
a  million  and  a  half  people  live  in  the  pres- 
ence of  scenery  unsurpassable. 

The  Cascade  Mountain  range,  pierced  by 
three  transcontinental  railroads  and  two  state 
highways,  divides  the  state  naturally  into 
Eastern  and  Western  Washington — somewhat 
different  in  topography,  climate  and  vegeta- 
tion. Eastern  Washington  tends  chiefly  to  ag- 
riculture, with  some  mining  and  lumbering 
carried  on  in  the  hills  and  on  the  mountain 
slopes.  The  valleys  are  abundantly  watered 
from  irrigation  ditches  representing  feats  of 
engineering  skill ;  broad  wheat  and  grazing 
lands  occupy  the  plateaus  stretching  between. 
The  wheat  yields  amount  to  from  35  to  50  mil- 
lion bushels  yearly,  and  about  four  million  bar- 
rels of  apples  are  produced.  The  total  value 
of  all  crops  for  1916  was  $128,950,000.00. 

Western  Washington  leads  in  manufactur- 
ing, fishing  and  dairying,  but  considerable 
mining  is  also  carried  on,  chiefly  for  coal,  of 
which  the  state  produces  about  4,000,000  tons 
annually.    The  greatest  output  from  manu- 


facturing is  lumber,  in  which  Washington 
leads  the  United  States.  About  four  billion 
board  feet  are  manufactured  annually,  princi- 
pally fir,  but  also  spruce,  hemlock,  cedar  and 
pine.  Many  of  the  fir  trees  are  12  feet  in  di- 
ameter, and  the  cedar  in  rare  cases  measures 
20  feet  in  diameter.  The  largest  mills  in  the 
world  are  engaged  in  sawing  this  lumber. 
About  400,000,000,000  board  feet,  or  about  15 
million  acres,  still  remain  carefully  guarded 
from  fires  by  Uncle  Sam's  forest  rangers  and 
the  State  Fire  Warden. 

Fishing  ranks  third  among  the  industries 
of  the  State,  and  some  of  the  canneries  en- 
gaged in  preserving  its  products  are  the  larg- 
est in  the  world.  The  value  of  the  salmon 
fisheries  alone  amounts  to  about  $15,000,000 
annually,  while  the  total  value  of  all  fisheries 
products  would  amount  to  about  $20,000,000. 

All  dairy  products  amount  to  $20,000,- 
000.00  annually.  The  value  of  all  manufac- 
tures in  the  state  is  about  a  quarter  of  a  bil- 
lion dollars  annually. 

Much  of  Washington's  scenery  may  be  en- 
joyed while  visiting  the  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural sections,  but  the  tourist  should  make 
special  trips  to  the  mountains  and  mountain 
parks,  also  spend  a  little  time  camping  by  some 
of  the  many  lakes  or  landing  upon  some  of  the 
fantastically  shaped  islands.  He  should  visit 
the  harbors  and  ocean  beaches  and  ride  on  the 
river  steamers.  Ideal  camping  sites  are  innu- 
merable, game  and  fish  of  every  variety  await 
the  sportsman,  golf  grounds  are  handy  to 
many  of  the  cities,  and  the  waters  of  Puget 
Sound  may  be  considered  the  yachtsman's  par- 
adise. Best  of  all,  these  joys  are  within  easy 
reach  of  the  cities,  for  over  7,000  miles  of 
steam  railway,  about  1,000  miles  of  electric 
roads,  and  upwards  of  50,000  miles  of  scenic 
highway  have  been  constructed  at  enormous 
expense  so  as  to  penetrate  every  corner  of  the 
state  and  lead  one  right  into  the  heart  of  na- 
ture's wonders,  enraptured  and  thrilled. 
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Scenes  in  Eastern  Washington,  the  great  Inland  Empire,  served  by  transcontinental  railways,  and  by  national 
and  state  highways.  One  of  the  richest  agricultural  sections  of  the  United  States.  The  tourist  traffic  through 
Spokane  and  the  Inland  Empire  is  very  large,  there  being  an  extensive  lake  region,  fishing  and  other  resorts. 
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The  beautiful  Wenatchee  Valley,  between  Spokane  and  the  Puget  Sound  cities.  Mount  Index,  between  Wenat- 
chee  and  Everett,  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  Western  Washington.  Everett  Is  an  important  lumber  center  and 
industrial  city  on  Puget  Sound,  with  many  tourist  features.    A  favorite  stopping  place  on  the  Pacific  Highway. 


Lake  Chelan,  emerald  like,  mountain  guarded,  verduie  fringed,  and  fed  from  the  mighty  peaks  and  glacial 
streams  of  the  Cascade  Mountains,  is  one  of  the  most  cherished  possessions  of  the  state  of  Washington, 
easily  reached  by  rail,  and  from  any  of  the  national  highways  traversing  the  central   part  of  the  state. 
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A  portion  of  the  business  section  of  Seattle,  with  its  magnificent  harbor  on  Puget  Sound,  the  largest  city 
in  the  state  of  Washington,  modern  and  aggressive,  a  great  seaport,  a  manufacturing,  industrial  and  finan- 
cial center,  surrounded  by  a  magnificent  motoring  country  and  many  resorts,  including  Rainier  National  Park. 
The  immense  development  in  steel  and  wooden  shipbuilding  has  benefited  Seattle  and  all  other  Coast  cities. 


The  Stadium  at  Tacoma,  a  city  with  a  snow-capped  mountain  almost  in  its  dooryard.  Tacoma  is  a  progres- 
sive, enterprising,  industrial  city,  and  a  great  wheat  shipping  port.  It  is  an  important  tourist  center,  with 
many  beautiful  side  trips.    It  is  the  gateway  to  Rainier  National  Park  and  to  Camp  Lewis,  American  Lake. 
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In  and  around  Rainier  National  Park,  the  crowning  glory  of  a  tour  of  the  Pacific  Northwest.  This,  the  pre- 
mier park  playground  of  America,  has  the  second  highest  mountain,  14,408  feet,  and  the  largest  active  glacial 
area  in  the  United  States,  with   wonderfully  beautiful  Alpine  meadows  carpeted  with  exquisite  wild  flowers. 
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Inspiration  Point,  near  Bellingham,  one  of  the  most  important  cities  on  the  Pacific  Highway,  and  the  gateway 
to  Mount  Baker  Forest  Reserve,  overlooking  San  Juan  Islands.  Deception  Pass,  on  Puget  Sound,  between 
Everett  and  Anacortes.    Puget  Sound  is  one  of  the  greatest  inland  seas  in  the  world. 


Lake  Keechelus  and  Snoqualmie  Falls,  on  the  Sunset  Highway,  the  Washington  section  of  the  National  Parks 
Highway,  one  of  the  main  arteries  (east  and  west)  of  travel  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Several  transconti- 
nental railways  also  serve  this  territory.    There  are  many  lake,  mountain  and  fishing  resorts  in  the  vicinity.

The  wonderful  Olympic  Peninsula,  almost  surrounded  by  the  Pacific  Ocean,  the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca,  and 
Hoods  Canal,  one  of  the  arms  of  Puget  Sound,  a  great  playground  for  tourists,  with  many  diversified  attractions 
and  very  rich  in  natural  resources,  served  by  the  National  Parks,  Pacific  and  Olympic  Highways. 
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One  of  the  many  beautiful  views  from  White  Salmon,  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Columbia,  a  very  popular  tourist 
and  fishing  resort,  on  the  Evergreen  Highway;  the  great  Two  Million  Dollar  Interstate  Bridge  over  the  Columbia, 
looking  towards  Vancouver,  one  of  the  oldest  cities  in  Washington,  on  the  Pacific  Highway. 


In  the  great  harbor  country,  around  Willapa  and  South  Bend,  where  the  beaches,  the  fishing  streams,  the  beau- 
tiful scenery,  and  excellent  motor  roads  attract  the  tourist.  The  oyster  industry  is  extremely  interesting.  This 
applies  also  to  Olympia  and  other  Sound  points.    Visitors  should  also  inspect  the  giant  fir  trees  in  this  district.

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America's  greatest  permanent  army  cantonment,  Camp  Lewis,  American  Lake,  Tacoma;  largest  army  mobili- 
zation and  training  camp;  contains  76,000  acres;  46,641  officers  and  men  of  the  new  army  will  be  trained 
here;  easy  access  by  train  and  automobile,  and  is  on  the  Pacific  Highway.

'•ftRITISH  COLUMBIA  is  700  miles  long  by 
<i|t|  400  miles  wide,  with  an  area  of  395,000 
square  miles.  It  is  equal  to  24  Switzer- 
lands.  There  are  7,000  miles  of  coast  line. 
It  has  extensive  fisheries  of  salmon,  halibut,  her- 
ring and  whale.  Production  values  for  1916,  $14,- 
538,320.00. 

The  forest  area  is  approximately  180  million 
acres,  and  the  stand  of  merchantable  timber  not 
less  than  400  billion  feet,  consisting  of  Douglas 
Fir,  Spruce,  Red  Cedar,  Hemlock.  Forestry  pro- 
duction for  1916  was  $35,528,000.00. 

Central  and  Northern  British  Columbia,  South- 
ern British  Columbia  and  Vancouver  Island  and 
many  smaller  islands  are  the  districts  to  which 
immigration  has  been  chiefly  attracted.  British 
Columbia  has  a  very  promising  agricultural,  fruit 
growing  and  stock  raising  future.  Pre-emption 
and  homestead  lands  are  open  for  settlers.  The 
products  for  1916  were  $32,259,157.00. 

Mining  in  British  Columbia  is  at  present  the 
greatest  source  of  revenue  from  any  of  its  natural 
resources.  Gold,  copper,  silver,  zinc,  iron,  lead, 
coal  and  other  minerals  are  found.  The  total 
value  of  mineral  production  in  British  Columbia 
to  date  is  $559,190,808.00;  production  for  1916, 
$42,290,462.00. 

Fishing  and  shooting  in  British  Columbia  ap- 
peal strongly  to  the  sportsman.  Big  game,  Griz- 
zly and  black  bear,  mountain  sheep  (4  kinds), 
moose,  caribou,  cougar,  wolves,  black  tail,  mule 
and  white  tail  deer.  Game  fish  include  Spring 
and  Coho  salmon,  steelhead  trout,  cut-throat,  rain- 
bow and  Dolly  Varden  trout,  greyling  and  lake 
trout.  Bird  shooting:  Ring-neck  China  Pheas- 
ants, blue  and  ruffed  grouse,  prairie  chickens,  Cal- 
ifornia quail  (quail  on  Vancouver  Island  only), 
geese,  ducks,  brant  and  snipe. 

Automobiling,  camping,  motor  boating,  sea 
bathing,  canoeing,  golf,  yachting.  There  are  good 
roads,  fine  hotels,  magnificent  scenery,  including 
glaciers,  mountains,  forests,  water  falls,  lakes, 
rivers,  sea  beaches,  fiords,  and  pastoral  scenes 
to  delight  the  tourist.  You  will  never  forget  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  It  is  in  a  class  by  itself. 


Capilano  Canyon  is  one  of  the  many  excellent 
tourist  attractions  of  Vancouver  City.  Vancouver 
has  many  delightful  motor  roads  and  charming  re- 
sorts in  its  vicinity,  including  Stanley  Park. 
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The  island-dotted  inland  seas  from  Puget  Sound  to  the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  en  route  Seattle,  Victoria  and  Vancou- 
ver.   This  picture,  taken  from  Sidney,  V.  I.,  gives  a  slight  idea  of  these  wonderful  sea  trips. 

Here  the  islands  rise  in  beauty,  with  their  diadems  of  trees, 
Rugged  shores  and  shining  beaches  by  the  lovely  inland  seas. 


English  Bay  bathing  beach,  and  a  portion  of  the  business  section  of  Vancouver.  Railway  terminus,  seaport, 
and  the  largest  city  in  British  Columbia,  has  a  magnificent  harbor  and  is  on  the  Pacific  Highway. 

In  the  busy  hives  of  commerce,  where  the  roar  of  traffic  beats, 
Wave  on  wave  with  tidal  power  through  the  crowded  city  streets. 
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View  of  Mount  Baker,  Bellingham,  Wash.,  from  Oak  Bay,  a  beautiful  suburb  of  Victoria,  the  capital  of  British 
Columbia,  "a  bit  of  England  on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific."    "A  City  of  Homes." 

Far  beyond  the  heaving  waters,  where  a  lofty  summit  shows, 
At  its  feet  the  dreaming  ocean,  on  its  brow  the  lasting  snows.

Kootenay  District. 
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Motoring  on  the  Canadian  Highway,  Mt.  Arrowsmith  in  the  distance,  from  Alberni  to  Nanaimo;  and  on  the  fa- 
mous Malahat  Drive,  between  Victoria  and  Shawnigan  Lake,  on  Vancouver  Island.    Splendid  roads. 

Here  the  highway  spans  the  clouil-rifts  as  a  rainbow  spans  the  blue, 
Swung  from  summit  on  to  summit,  like  a  shadow  following  through. 


The  picturesque  harbor,  Victoria,  one  of  the  oldest,  most  beautiful  and  interesting  cities  on  the  coast,  essen- 
tially a  tourist  city,  with  innumerable  resorts,  motor  tours,  lakes  and  sea  beaches,  "the  city  that  is  different." 

Here  the  harbour  of  Victoria  by  its  island  shores  is  seen. 
Ocean-bound  and  ocean-guarded,  ringed  in  ever-living  green. 
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Atlin  Lake,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  lakes  in  the  West,  typical  of  the  gorgeous  scenery  in  extreme  Northern 
British  Columbia.    The  lake,  mountain,  glacial  and  river  scenery  is  sublime.    An  important  mining  district. 

Where  a  lake,  a  mirror,  sparkles  in  the  glances  of  the  sun. 
And  the  ripples  on  its  bosom  in  a  glittering  web  are  spun. 


The  Island  Highway,  through  the  forests  between  Nanaimo  and  Campbell  River,  one  of  the  greatest  salmon 
fishing  rivers  in  the  world,  on  "The  Island  of  a  Thousand  Miles  of  Wonderland."    (Vancouver  Island.) 

Mark  yon  giant  forest  rising  to  the  azure-tinted  sky, 
While  the  shades  of  buried  centuries  beneath  its  branches  lie. 
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Central  and  Northern  British  Columbia,  with  unlimited  undeveloped  natural  resources,  and  some  of  the  most 
marvelous  scenery  on  the  American  continent.  A  wonderful  "big"  game  country.  Prince  Rupert  is  a  railway 
terminus  seaport  and  the  metropolis  of  this  new  empire,  the  center  of  the  great  ocean  fishing  industry  A 
great  future  lies  before  the  Bulkley,  Sticken  and  Skeena  River  Valleys  because  of  their  magnificent  resourced

mining,  fruit  growing  and  commercial  centers,  with  splendid  opportunities  for  all  kinds  of  sport. 

Where  a  varied  panorama  lights  the  path  of  Night  and  Day, 
Sun  or  stars  above  the  water,  looking  down  on  Kootenay. 


Where  the  valleys  and  mountains  meet,  in  the  New  Westminster  district,  the  bread  basket  of  Southern  British 
Columbia.    New  Westminster  is  the  center  of  the  salmon  canning  industry  in  British  Columbia. 

Here  the  Winter  on  the  mountains  leaves  an  aureole  of  snow, 
While  the  Summer  sows  its  butterflies  in  valleys  far  below. 
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Southeastern  British  Columbia,  including  the  Columbia,  Okanagan  and  Kootenay  Valleys,  a  veritable  wonder

Pacific  Highway,  from  the  Mexican  border  through 
the  states  of  California,  Oregon,  and  Washington,  to 
British  Columbia. 

National  Parks  Highway,  gives  an  excellent  route 
from  Chicago  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  in  close  proximity 
to  the  national  parks,  and  making  connection  with 
the  Lincoln  Highway  and  the  Oregon  Trail  at  Yellow- 
stone Park,  and  with  most  of  the  important  cross 
country  highways  at  various  points. 


Oregon  Trail,  which  connects  with  the  Lincoln 
Highway,  and  Pike's  Peak  Ocean  to  Ocean  Highway, 
and  the  Midland  Trail  at  Salt  Lake  City.  The  Lincoln 
Highway  and  the  National  Parks-Gulf  Highway  also 
connect  with  the  National  Parks  Highway  at  Living- 
ston, Montana. 

George  Washington  Highway,  from  Savannah,  Ga., 
diagonally  across  the  United  States,  connecting  with 
either  the  National  Parks  Highway  or  the  Oregon 
Trail. 

Yellowstone  Trail,  which  is  practically  merged  into 
the  National  Parks  Highway. 

Evergreen  Highway,  the  new  highway  which  will 
connect  with  the  Columbia  River  Highway,  or  follow 
the  north  bank  of  the  Columbia  River  to  the  coast. 

Through  these  main  arteries,  all  other  transcon- 
tinental highways  and  the  most  important  cross  coun- 
try highways  will  lead  into  the  Pacific  Northwest,  so 
that  motorists  in  any  part  of  the  United  States  may 
easily  plan  their  routes  by  tapping  one  of  the  above 
transcontinental  highways  at  the  most  convenient 
point. 

After  reaching  the  Pacific  Northwest  at  any  point 
on  its  eastern  or  southern  boundaries,  there  are  sev- 
eral alternate  routes  which  may  very  readily  be  fol- 
lowed, leading  through  diversified  scenery  of  almost 
every  description.  Inquiries  should  be  made  at  the 
local  points  where  information  will  be  given  as  to 
the  country  the  tourists  are  most  interested  to  see.

CUSTOMS  REGULATIONS 

Motorists  may  enter  Canada  from  the  United 
States,  or  the  United  States  from  Canada,  with  an  en- 
tire absence  of  red  tape  and  with  no  inconvenience. 
They  may  procure  a  thirty-day  permit  by  signing  an 
identification  form  without  putting  up  a  bond,  or  any 
security,  and  may  have  this  enlarged  for  a  further  pe- 
riod of  six  months  by  depositing  a  very  simple  bond. 
Citizens  of  the  United  States  may  cross  into  Canada, 
and  Canadians  into  the  United  States,  quite  freely.

British  Columbia  has  an  area  of  395,000  square  miles,  Wash- 
ington 69,129,  and  Oregon  96,699,  or  a  total  of  560,828  square 
miles,  and  it  is  all  scenery,  such  scenery  as  beggars  description, 
the  like  of  which  cannot  be  found  on  other  parts  of  this  continent 
or  in  all  the  rest  of  the  world.  A  book  descriptive  of  this  scenery 
would  run  to  five  hundred  pages  without  any  reference  being  made 
to  natural  resources,  industrial  possibilities,  commercial  opportu- 
nities, facilities  for  sport  and  recreation,  or  of  the  matchless  cli- 
mate which  is  acknowledged  to  be  the  most  temperate  in  the  world.
